COLLEGE STATION—Enough si­ 
lage is hurried in Texas to make a 
dam 15 inches thick across the Grand 
Canyon at an average place, says E. 
R. Eudaly, Extension Service dairy­ 
man for Texas A. & M. College. The 
mighty gash in the earth in north­ 
ern Arizona averages eight miles in 
width and 5,900 fe«*t in depth. 
There were 
approximately 38,000 
silos in Texas at the end of 1040, 
with an average capacity of 115 tons 
each the spt'cialist adde<l. Translated 
into weight it gives 4,294,135 tons. 
This 
colossal 
pantry 
contains 
enough to feed approximately 2,0(K),- 
000 head of dairy cattle in the state 
for 143 days, which is the average 
period cattle are fed in Texas dur­ 
ing the winter. 
But dairy cattle do 
not get in all. 
Beef cattle, sheep, 
horses, and even chickens, now are 
getting some of the silage.

Chufes Id 1941 
AAA Program 


By J. W. Roberson, Jr. 
There are few changes in the 
AAA Program for 1941 that should 
be studied before croping plans 
are put into effect. 
In 1941 a landlord that rents 
for cash, standing rent or fixed 
rent, is still liable for compliances 
on such farms to a certain extent. 
For example : An owner of two 
farms operates one himself and 
rents the other to someone else 
for cash. 
If, the farm that is 
rented for. is overplanted enough 
to accrue a net deduction, the de­ 
amount of the payment that the 
duction will be taken from 
the 
owner earned on the 
farm 
he 
operated himself. 
All white seeded sorghums will 
be classified as soil-depleting when 
planted in 1941. 
These will take 
the same classifications as maize 
com hegari, etc. 
A farm to be eligible for pay­ 
m ent in 1941 must be considered 
as 
operated. 
A 
farm 
will 
be 
deemed to be operated if one or 
more of the 
following 
require­ 
ments are met: 
A. An acreage equal to 50 per 
cent of the total soil-depleting 
acreage allotment determined for 
the farm is devoted to one or more 
of the following uses: 
• 1 > A crop seeded for harvest in 
1941. 
<2» A crop‘other than wild hay» 
harvested in 1941. 
<3> Summer fallow in 1941. 
»4» Legumes or 
grasses 
seeded 
in the fall of 1940 or seeded 
in 1941 
'other 
than 
those 
seeded in the fall of 1941». 
• 5» Sweet Sorghums 
or 
Sudan 
grass seeded in 1941 
'other 
than those seeded in the fail 
of 1941. 
«6» Small grains seeded for pas­ 
ture in 1941 'other than those 
seeded in the fall of 1941. 
•7» Pastures consisting 
of 
per­ 
ennial legumes or perennial 
grasses or mixtures 
of 
per­ 
ennial legumes and grasses, 
on land that is also consid­ 
ered as crop land. 
B In order for flood or drought 
to be an acceptable reason for not 
carrying out one or more of tht 
above requirements, the flood or 
drought must have been general 
over a substantial area 
of

or drought.

Four Lynching* 
During Lint Year 


Each Christmas the president of 
the Tuskegee Institute, Alaba Ne­ 
gro College founded by the late 
Booker T. Washington, sends to 
newspapers a report of lynching« 
that have taken place during the 
year. 
The following letter was receiv­ 
ed last week by The Chief from 
P. D. Patterson, president of the 
¡institution: 
According ta the reports compil­ 
ed in the Department of Records 
and Research, there were 4 per­ 
sons lynched in 1940. This la 1 
more than the number 3 for the 
year 1939, 2 less than the num ­ 
ber 6 for the year 1938, and 4 less 
than the number for each of the 
years 1937 and 1936. One of the 
persons lynched was taken from 
the Jail; 1 was shot to death in 
Jail. 
There werp 22 reports of In­ 
stances in which officers of the 
law prevented lynching». Three of 
the reported instances were in 1 
northern states, and 19 of the 
reported instances were in south­ 
ern states. In 21 instances, persons 
were removed or guards augm ent­ 
ed or other precautions taken. In 
1 case, armed force was used. A 
total number of 28 persons—4 
white men. 2 Negro women, and 
22 Negro men—were thus saved 
from the hands of mobs. 
Of the persons lynched, 1 was 
white and 3 were Negro. The of­ 
fenses charged were: wife beating 
and drunkenness,
